And, yet in tlic face of 
allUieSfiiacts — facts as well known to 
tHe'l^faiife'r as to the general public — 
we are charged with having been tho 
loudest in advocating the pernicious 
policy adopted by. the present Grovern - 
lu eat,— that of ',||llii)g.tJ;i€),p^^1?Ji6. laui I s 
at public auction to' the highest biil- 
der, and holding:.the sale under cir- 
cumstances favorable to land specu- 
lator.S; and proportionately unfavor- 
able to bona fide settlers! That the 
advertised landsalchas given rise to 
a very general feeling of pronounced 
diaapjn'ovnl, is no longer open to ques- 

■ tioiiiHMidji^public opinion in tho Dis- 
trict unm^iately conceiiied does not 
assume a more practical form befoi-e 
the day of sale arrives, it wdl not be 
on ^^qQunt of any modilication or 
cba'ng^ ^LgOpinion, but chieHy be- 
cause of t&e circumstance hinted at a 
few'days ago hy a boua fide corres- 
pondent, viz., that the land advertised 
is for the most jiart of little value, being 
the refuse, of i',^J.Ueii.iBigi Island'.'''^ "'All 
tho misrepresentation the PremiiSr calf ' 
write, and all the lies liis organ can 
print will never inlluence, much loss 
alter, intelligent public opinion ou 
that point.

There is good reason for stating that 
the financial prospects of the Canadian 
Fdcifio Eoilway.. soheme stand/,;8ub§tan- 
tiftlly as folio lys ; .^Vith the, .T)ominion 
iTuarantee for three per cent, interest, all 
tho capital that is necessary can be had, 
without any trouble whatever; but with- 
out some snch guarantee, English capital 
will 1)0 extremely shy of tho enterprise. 
This is a low rate of interest. A.ssuming 
one hundred millions of cash car)ital to bo 
necessary, tho Donunion would, at tho 
very worst, bo called njjon to pay thrco 
millions annually. Whether tho road 
Hliall ))o built by tlio Allan Coinpan}' or 
by any othor company, or whetlier it sha'l 
bo directly undortidieii by the fio\'orn- 
aient as a Dominion woi l;, tiieso fi.(,'nn!s 
seom to suggest the wisdom of using .the 
pablic credit in •otdof tliat ^ the ,'^6cessary 
capital may bfe obtained on' tlio most' ad- 
vanta;::oous forms possible. If all the 
capital noi'ossary for carrying out that 
Tuagnilioont enterprise can bo obtained at 
thatnieroly nominal rat(M>f intiu'i'st, by 
jdodgin.t;' tho ])nhli(! credit, would it not 
seem uiulesirablo that it should be obtain- 
ed in another way at twice that rate, or 
more? If all the capitiVl necessary to 
construiT the road can , be got on such 
tonus, surely all ddubtastopractie.ability 
and duty must vanish. Who can doubt 
that it i.s for the ndvantago of tho country 
that large .'lums of moni.'V shall bo brought 
in and expended upon works so omiuont 
ly .fitted to open up and develop now tcr- 
rit'ory npon such terms?

Shore 
Itailway, running through a country 
which has been settled for twogeneralion 
of men, drains the richponinsula between 
he lakes and conheots the populous 
towns of the south shore of Lake Erie 
with the railway syHtoni of tho oast. ..\.t 
BulValo it coiuiei'ts with the extensive 
systain of railroads wdiich .\Ir. Vanderbilt 
has consolidated within thepast fewyear.s 
under the title of the New York Central A- 
Hudson River Kailway and which drain 
the best coutities of New York from Lake 
Erie *fo' Wo'stoliestor. ■ Adding to tho 
Central it Hudson the ITarlem. which is 
now opc^rated under a iierpelual lease, 
^Ir. Vanderbilt thus controls J, !.">!) miles 
of railway, constituti^ig the main line bn- 
tweeii the west and the sea board and llu! 
chief outlet of such uities as Chicago, 
Toledo, Clevaland, BulTulo, Rochester, 
SyraeuKO, Utica, Lockport, Selienectady,

and cither riv.'rside towns. Tlii^ iiropiu'ty 
which he thus administers is ri'iiroieiic- 
od on the stock exchange by securities 
e(|Ua! to ,:f'iiri,(Hl(l,(lilil, uiid its j^ioss iiiemno 
last year was not less than forty-live mil- 
lions of dollars — more than tho whole in- 
come of the United States government a 
few years ago. 

Il ia impossible to contemplate: this 
vast aggregation of money jiowerandcom- 
merei.'d control in the hands of one man 
witliuiit feeling cone, irii for the result. 
Neither military, nor polilieal, nor com- 
mercial supremacy can be im.shed beyond 
certain limits without danger. It would 
seem as though the limit in this case 
had boiui reaidied. Yet, not content with 
the mastery of '2,159 miles of railway, in- 
volving in a largo degree tlic control of 
the internal trade of the Slates of lllinoiH, 
Indiana. Ohio and New York, it is well 
understood that in October next, at tho 
annual election of the Western Union 
Telegrajih Company, the commoilore will 
outer into jiossession of that great (u-o- 
perty likewise, with its sixty or seventy 
thouriaiid miles of wiri\ its forty million 
of cajiital, and its eight or nine millions 
of i-cvenue. When this occurs, not only 
will tho co'.nmerco of the .d'oiir chief 
States of the north lie subject to i\Ir. Van- 
d«rbilt---under such feeble restrictions as 
our legislature may iiiiposo, but, the 
whole telegraphic eorrespomience of the 
country will obey his law. He may pvo- 
Bcribe not only wdiat slinll bo the jirice of 
a barrel of flour in New York, but also 
when, how, and at what cost oiliasons imay 
communicate with each other by tele-
